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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE 
YEAR 1962

To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


HE year 1962 is the first full year of operation after 

over four years of constant construction. It has been 

a welcome breather for it has given us an opportunity 

to reflect on what we have done and to consider whither we are 
going, to stretch our minds as we have been stretching our 
plant and our pocketbook; and because we have not had the 
distraction of construction it has been a year of increased ac- 
tivity in exhibitions, lectures, research, and attendance. It has 
been a rewarding year. For instance, nothing could have pleased 
us more than the increased use of our new buildings. This is 
not only reflected in the enormous increase in the general mu- 
seum attendance, which I have commented upon in a later 
paragraph, but the Library, for example, had six hundred 
ninety-seven visiting students and scholars during the past 
year, an increase of over three hundred from 1961. And, as I 
have also remarked later in this report, the Crowninshield 
Room is increasingly used by organized groups for their meet- 
ings and by private parties interested in the Museum and its 
collections. The Reading Room and the other rooms of the 
Phillips Library, together with the Crowninshield Room and 
Elevator, have worked out as a wonderful combination for 
meetings preceded by dinners of up to fifty or sixty people. 
This has been so apparent that it has inspired Mrs. Francis B. 
Lothrop to develop our kitchen area at the foot of the elevator 
far more fully than was originally intended. As the year drew 
to a close work was getting started on cutting a new doorway, 
installing a new sink (recently given us) and various other 
improvements. When completed, not only caterers, but groups 
of ladies will be able to serve parties efficiently and easily. Mrs. 
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Lothrop also obtained a new sink for our office to replace the 
ancient soapstone that was originally installed in 1907. 


Other physical improvements made around the plant include © 


new lights installed in the Natural History Office and part of 
Academy Hall, and the entire main floor of East Hall equipped _ 


with new eee case lighting. The generosity of Mr. Francis —

B. Lothrop has enabled us to install modern racks for our por- — 


trait collection in the old manuscript room, next to the other 
recently improved picture storage area. 

Besides these improvements within the building, we have 
fortunately, due in no small measure to the good will and neigh- 


borliness of the owner, been able to purchase the yellow brick — 


house at 42 Charter Street. The rent we receive from the three 
apartments there gives us a fair return for the money we have 
invested in it. This purchase rounds out our property which, in 
the rear, is now bordered by the Police Station, Charter Street 
and Liberty Street. The biggest change, noweree has been the 
demolition of the three stores adjoining the west side of the 
Museum on the LeMaster Estate which we have owned since 
about 1914. These stores were built in front of and incorpo- 
rated the old Pickman house—a handsome mansion long since 


razed to the ground floor and swallowed by excrescences of all — 
kinds. The buildings were in deplorable condition and the real — 


estate situation on Essex Street did not warrant the construc- 
tion of new stores. We have retained a cement block wing that 


was in back of one of the stores for storage. All of the wooden — 


sections have been torn down and the cellars filled. In the spring 
about half of this land will be landscaped and the remainder 
thrown into our parking area. While we shall miss the income 
from these stores, which had been diminishing each year for 


several years, the cleared space will enhance the beauty of East | 


India Marine Hall; we will have gotten rid of a dangerous fire 
hazard next to the Museum; and the land is ready if in the fu- 


ture funds are obtained for a wing for which we already have ~ 


preliminary plans. 
Before thoughts can be entertained for additional expansion,

however, it is vitally necessary that our endowment be in- 
creased considerably; a million dollars at least, and double that 
would be better. Also there are certain important and rather 
expensive renovations and repairs that are badly needed or 
highly desirable in our older buildings. The Loring Room, for 
example, should have an acoustic ceiling, better lighting, and 
an enlarged doorway. The changes and improvements here 
will cost over $5,000. When the Loring Room and the Louise 
du Pont Crowninshield Gallery were built both were provided 
with ductwork for air conditioning. It would probably cost 
about $10,000 to put air conditioning in both of these rooms 
but they need it—especially the Crowninshield Gallery where 
so many meetings are held. The granite fagade of East India 
Marine Hall will be pointed and the trim painted during the 
coming year at a cost of nearly $3,000. The skylights on the 
Entrance Hall Corridor and Academy Hall Corridor, five in 
all, should be eliminated and this will be an expensive altera- 
tion. They are no longer used as skylights and they are a source 
of troublesome leaks, besides being ugly to look at. The interi- 
ors of both East and Weld Halls are badly in need of a fresh 
coat of paint. These two rooms have not been painted since 
1930 and 1931 and they will swallow paint faster than a col- 
lege student of the late twenties could swallow goldfish. Alto- 
gether some $50,000 or $60,000 could be spent immediately 
in desirable or necessary alterations and repairs. 

This, I fear, is only part of a dreary story but one that must 
be told. I dwelt on the financial situation at some length in my 
Annual Report a year ago. The increased use of the Museum 
intensifies everything that I said at that time. Museum salaries 
are still not what they should be and some of them are woefully 
low. In order to meet adequately the demands that are placed 
upon us we need four additional, full-time, paid staff members 
including a sales person to handle the front desk and mail or- 
ders, a curatorial assistant in the Ethnology Department, ad- 
ditional help in the Marine Department, and a full-time assist- 
ant in the library in addition to our valuable volunteers. The 
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sales clerk would take a considerable load off our secretarial 
and administrative staff who are under great pressure because 
of the always increasing correspondence and activity, the build- 
ing up of membership in our Fellows and Friends, and the need 
for additional research and publication. Even a half-time as- 
sistant in the library would be a tremendous help, for the very 
fact that we now have a good library building has inspired gifts 
and, as we have seen, the use of it which will probably increase 
next year. Scholars from practically every European country, 
as well as all over the United States and Canada, Australia, 
New Zealand, Japan, and some from South America and Afri- 
ca have been here, and most of them have been amazed and de- 
lighted at the extent of our collections and research facilities. 
It is little realized, as a matter of fact, that our collections and 
library are far superior to those found connected with most col- 
leges and universities except for the very largest and, besides, 
we have unique specialties concerning which little information 
can be obtained elsewhere. 

It is unnecessary to say, but forgive me if I do, that I am 
delighted that our continued appeals do not fall on deaf ears, 
and we have had many handsome and generous gifts over the 
past year. In fact, the total is impressive. Our Fellows and 
Friends contributed $13,838.42, an increase of $2,000 over 
the previous year. Our Contribution Box netted $1,055.29. 
The following people have made gifts for general purposes or 
to be held in reserve for use when needed: Mr. Gale R. Blosser, 
Mrs. Arthur W. Butler, Mr. U. Haskell Crocker, Mr. R. Loren 
Graham, Mrs. A. C. F. Jackson, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Law- 
son, Mr. Augustus P. Loring, Mr. and Mrs. Francis B. Lo- 
throp, Mr. Stephen Phillips, Mr. Alfred P. Putnam, Mrs. 
Harrison G. Reynolds in memory of Colonel Harrison G. Rey- 
nolds, the Honorable Leverett Saltonstall, Mr. Charles H. Tay- 
lor, Mrs. Richard Wheatland, Mr. Stephen Wheatland, Mr. 
Walter M. Whitehill, Mr. Oliver Wolcott. In addition, similar 
gifts were received from the Massachusetts Arms Collectors, 
and the Rushlight Club. Two bequests of $5,000 each were 
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received during the year from the estates of Mrs. Russell Robb 
and Mrs. William Denny Sargent. Gifts for special purposes 
include one for picture restoration from Mrs. M. V. Brewing- 
ton, for our publication fund from Mr. Paul Fenimore Cooper, 
Jr., for the purchase of paintings from Mr. Francis Lee Hig- 
ginson, Jr., for publication fund and improvement of grounds 
from Mr. and Mrs. Russell W. Knight, for exhibition and pub- 
lication from Mr. Augustus P. Loring, for the purchase of 
paintings and other special purposes from Mr. Francis B. 
Lothrop, for the care of Salem maritime material from the Sa- 
lem Marine Society, for the purchase of a tape recorder from 
Mrs. Edward L. Peirson, for the purchase of books and other 
special purposes from Mr. Stephen Phillips, for Polynesian re- 
search from Mrs. Susanne McConnaughey, for the Richard 
Wheatland fund and construction from Mrs. Richard Wheat- 
land, Mrs. John F. Fulton, Mr. David P. Wheatland, Dr. and 
Mrs. Franc Ingraham, and Mr. Stephen Wheatland who also 
contributed for many special purposes. The total of all of our 
gifts and bequests during the year amounted to the very hand- 
some figure of $78,923.12. By exerting considerable care we 
managed to end the year with a modest excess of Income over 
expenses of $556.56. 

Attendance figures this year made the biggest single leap 
forward of any period in our recent history. Our total number 
of visitors was 58,203—over 5,500 more than in 1961. There 
were 314 school classes, scout troops and other organized 
groups—75 more than the previous year. As almost always 
happens, August was our largest month with 10,003 and De- 
cember our smallest with 2,242 visitors. Our largest attend- 
ance on any single day came June 12 when 1,057 people vis- 
ited the Museum, including nine different classes and groups. 
School classes, scout troops and other children’s groups from 
Essex County included at least one from each of the county 
towns. It is interesting to note that Beverly sent twenty, the 
largest number, closely followed by nineteen from Lynn, six- 
teen from Marblehead, twelve from Danvers, nine from Wen-

ham, seven from Swampscott, and six from Salem, the same 
number as from Boston. The small number from Salem is un- 
doubtedly accounted for by the fact that most Salem children 
are very familiar with the Museum as individuals, and when 


they are taken for a trip undoubtedly prefer to go to Boston or | 
elsewhere. Four classes came from Ipswich, the same number — 
as from Quincy, and three from Gloucester, the same number — 
as from Fall River. Practically all of the surrounding towns of © 


Greater Boston are represented and many from elsewhere in | 


the state. All of the New England states with the exception of 
Vermont sent groups to the Museum. We also had a senior 


class from The Little Red School House in New York City, - 


the eighth grade in Washington, D. C., classes from the State 
College in Kutztown, Pennsylvania, Moorhead State College, 
Moorhead, Minnesota, and Central Connecticut State from 
New Britain. The long-distance record goes to the American 
Heritage Tour from Oregon and Washington, and we were 
also favored by visits from such diverse outfits as the Ladies 


Garment Workers, Local 62, from New York City, the First | 


District Advertising Federation of America, and the Bachelor 
Tour from Altoona, Pennsylvania. There were, besides, eight 


other bus tours from New York City, and a scattering from all — 


over the eastern part of the country. 


Of the 383 accessions, 154 were maritime and included, es-_ 


pecially among the paintings, some of the finest we have ever 


received. Mrs. Beverley R. Robinson of New York City present-_ 


ed five magnificent oils, each measuring about six feet long, of 
China port scenes, showing the Canton Factories, Canton Riv- 


er, Whampoa Reach, Hong Kong, and Macao. The quality of 


light, brilliance, and detail in these pictures, which are now ex- 


hibited in John Robinson Hall, is magnificent. Our Fellows 
and Friends Fund enabled us to purchase an oil painting by 


J. E. Buttersworth of the famous packet ship Dreadnought. 
The Dreadnought was built in Newburyport, where she was 


launched October 6, 1853, from the yard of Currier and Town- © 


send. She was operated by the Red Cross Line of New York 
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between that city and Liverpool, and under the famous Captain 
Samuel Samuels made an enviable record for fast passages and 
regularity across the Atlantic. She was one of the most famous 
merchant ships in our history, and during the nine years that 
Captain Samuels commanded her she maintained a very high 
average of speed and acquired various nicknames, such as the 
“wild boat of the Atlantic” and “flying Dutchman.” She was 
painted several times and Currier and Ives made prints of the 
famous ship. The painting we have acquired was executed for 
her builder and has been in the Currier family until we pur- 
chased it. It is unusual to get a picture that combines all the 
attributes we want—an excellent painting by a famous artist 
of a local vessel famous in her own right, and, finally, a docu- 
mented history of the picture. Another extraordinary picture, 
also made possible by our Fellows and Friends, is a water color 
view of the Calcutta waterfront, circa 1835, some fifteen feet 
long in five sections. It was discovered in a shop in Holland by 
Mr. M. V. Brewington on his European trip last summer. 
While pictures of the China ports are common, it is rare indeed 
to come across those of the India ports, where an amount of 
American tonnage, equal, if not more, traded. This painting is 
unlike anything of its kind that we have ever seen, and as yet 
we have not solved the problem of exactly how it shall be ex- 
hibited. Two new Chinese oils are of unusual merit. Mr. Ste- 
phen Wheatland gave us the painting of the ship Grandee in 
Hong Kong. The figurehead of this same vessel is one of the 
largest in East India Marine Hall and the painting of the vessel 
is a handsome one. Mr. Francis B. Lothrop presented an oil of 
the brigantine Howell of Charleston, South Carolina. Mr. 
Nathaniel Whittier added three oil paintings of ships to his 
recent gifts. Captain Walter Nelson Pharr has deposited a 
pair of beautiful little oils by Robert Salmon done in 1835 
showing a cutter in a calm and a French lugger coming into 
an English harbor, together with a painting of shipping in 
Mount Hope Bay by Thomas Birch. Mr. Francis Lee Higgin- 
son, Jr., continued his many generous gifts to our Maritime 
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Department. Among the most important are an oil painting on 
an oak panel showing men-of-war in a heavy sea by Cornelis 
Bouwmeester, circa 1650, and another of Dutch ships by J. C. 
Schetky, circa 1815, and a water color of the harbor of Mar- 
tinique. In spite of the enormous amount of American trade 
there, harbor views of the West Indies are uncommon. A frag- 
ment from a logbook showing three water color sketches and 
the crew list of the ship Postillion from Mr. Robert Perkins of 
Marblehead turns out to be our second earliest painting of a 
Salem vessel. Among the many things received from the estate 
of Lawrence W. Jenkins is a water color of a xebec by Antoine 
Roux, and Mr. David Pingree Wheatland gave a water color 
of the bark Navarino entering Marseilles in 1838 by H. Pelle- 
grin. An important collection of some twenty maritime prints 
was received from Dr. Karl Vogel of New York City. Mr. 
Stephen Phillips gave us two colored lithographs of New Zea- 
land ports, and we purchased from the Robinson Fund twenty- 
one colored French lithographs of maritime subjects. Mr. Wil- 
liam R. Engstrom gave three additional lithographs from the 
same collection of a whaling scene, of the ships on Dumont 
D’Urville’s expedition, and a view of Corunna. 

The remainder of the most distinguished collection of por- 
traits ever received by this Museum was presented by Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall. The eleven additional paintings of mem- 
bers of his family range in date from the late seventeenth to the 
early twentieth century. Among them are Sir Richard Salton- 
stall (1586-1661) by a Dutch artist, Richard Middlecott by 
N. Byfeild (1633-1704), a Charles Osgood copy of the paint- 
ing of Governor John Leverett which hangs in the State House, 
and another copy by the same artist of Governor Gurdon Sal- 
tonstall of Connecticut. The Senator with his brother, Mr. 
Richard Saltonstall, and his sister, Mrs. George Lewis, Jr., 
also gave a painting of their father, Richard Middlecott Salton- 
stall, by the Salem artist Frank W. Benson, who was for many 
years on our Board of Trustees. 

Paintings of shipmasters are common enough but portraits 
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of shipbuilders are rare indeed. For one thing there were many 
more captains than there were builders. This year we had the 
extraordinary good fortune to acquire two. Again, our Fellows 
and Friends Fund enabled us to purchase a portrait of David 
Lowell of Amesbury painted in August 1844 by Samuel Row- 
ell. Lowell’s boat-building concern is still in active business and 
for over a century provided most of the dories used on Glouces- 
ter fishermen on the Grand Banks, as well as a multiplicity of 
other small boats. Mr. and Mrs. James A. Doughty of Ipswich 
gave us a portrait by Charles B. King in 1841 of William 
Doughty (1773-circa 1842) the famous shipbuilder and naval 
architect of Philadelphia, and brother of the distinguished land- 
scape painter Thomas Doughty. 

As I have mentioned in previous reports, we are always in- 
terested in the work of George Chinnery, the early nineteenth- 
century artist who worked in China and India. This year we 
had an extraordinary number of Chinnerys past, present, and 
to be. It all started off rather late in the season when Mr. F. 
Murray Forbes, Jr., presented an oil portrait of Sir Andreas 
Ljungstedt (1759-1835) an eminent Swedish businessman in 
China and friend of the donor’s great-grandfather, Robert Ben- 
net Forbes, when he was in Canton. Somewhat later, again 
through the generosity of our Fellows and Friends, we were 
able to purchase at Sotheby’s auction in London a self-portrait 
of Chinnery. In early December Mrs. William Raymond de- 
posited a portrait of Houqua, the most eminent of all the Chi- 
nese hong merchants, at one time attributed to Chinnery but 
probably by one of his students, and somewhat later in the 
month Mr. Stephen Wheatland presented a small portrait of 
an unidentified man also attributed to Chinnery. 

Among this extraordinary number of portraits, the most we 
have ever received in any one year, were four of strictly Salem 
interest. In 1956 we published with Brown University Press 
The New Zealand Journal of John B. Williams of Salem which 
he kept from 1842 to 1844 while he was a trader in New Zea- 
land. He was the son of Captain Israel Porter Williams and the 
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grandson of Captain Israel Williams, both members of the 
East India Marine Society and both generous contributors to 
our Polynesian collections. John Brown Williams was the 
seventh of nine children, of whom eight were boys and seven 
lived to maturity. All of the boys were involved in Salem com- 
merce either as shipmasters or traders. We have never seen a 
portrait of John but Mr. William H. Shreve has deposited a 
pastel portrait of John’s brother, George Williams, as a boy. 
George was supercargo of the ship Monroe of Boston and died 
at sea in April 1825. Messrs. John T. and William E. Northey 
with their sister, Mrs. Walter F. Martin, have given us an oil 
painting of another of John’s brothers, Captain Charles Fred- 
erick Williams, who for many years was the agent in Manila 
of the firm of Williams and Daland of Boston. Along with it is 
a portrait of his wife, both painted by F. S. Agate of Philadel- 
phia. From the estate of Mrs. William Denny Sargent we re- 
ceived a portrait of Captain Jonathan Porter Felt (1785-1860) 
along with his spyglass. 

The finest collection of Oriental Lowestoft given us since 
Mrs. Francis B. Crowninshield presented her ship Lowestoft 
in 1953 came from Mr. Theodore C. Browne, and is part of a 
set which belonged to his Salem ancestors. A handsome chest 
of drawers from the yacht Cleopatra’s Barge was bequeathed 
to us by Mrs. Marianne M. Beach of New York and is now ex- 
hibited in the bedroom in the Barge gallery. Other additions to 
our Crowninshield memorabilia include the workbox of Sally — 
Crowninshield deposited by Mrs. Charles W. Hubbard III, 
and a small portrait of Napoleon Bonaparte presented by his 
mother to George Crowninshield in 1817, together with pieces 
of embroidery and water colored paper by Mary Crowninshield 
given by Mrs. Francis Henry Appleton. 

Two interesting pieces of carving were acquired. As a be- 
quest of Florence L. Laighton of Portsmouth, New Hampshire, 
we received an eagle carved by John Bellamy of Portsmouth, 
which is now on exhibition in John Robinson Hall. Mr. Brooks 
Potter gave us in the late summer the carved figure of a milk- 
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maid, said to be the mate of our figure of Pomona, which stood 
in front of the Derby teahouse. Unfortunately the milkmaid is 
so damaged by fire that it can probably never be fully restored, 
but it is still of sufficient interest to merit preservation. 

As with portraits, never before have we had so many tools 
presented to the Museum. These can be divided into two cate- 
gories: those of historical interest for exhibition, and those 
which are useful for our carpentry shop. Mr. William M. 
Howe of Marblehead gave us two tool chests with complete sets 
of cabinetmaker’s tools originally owned by Henry M. Howe 
(1834-1906) and E. Howe (1809- ? ). Part of these are now 
on exhibition in Academy Hall corridor. The children of Mr. 
William E. Northey, who gave us Mr. and Mrs. Charles Wil- 
liams’ portraits, also generously presented a large lot of ship 
model building tools, half models, and lines of vessels from 
their father’s workshop. Mr. William E. Northey was for many 
years Honorary Curator of Maritime History at this Museum. 
We are, therefore, particularly pleased, not only to have the 
material for itself, but also because it represents a continuation 
of the long association of this Salem family with the Museum. 

Some twenty-five years ago Mr. Howard G. Gilbert of Essex 
brought in several models of equipment used around a ship- 
yard. This year he gave his meticulously built models of many 
more, including various types of saws, sleds, drags, carts, 
timber wheels, axes, and everything the shipbuilding men of 
Essex used in their craft. Besides the tools he has also present- 
ed half models of local craft such as a chebacco boat, a pinkey, 
a dogbody; together with other half models by Lewis H. Story 
of a schooner, Essex draggers, and a fisherman of the 1860- 
1870 type. All of these are a substantial addition to our large 
collection of Essex County fishing craft and Essex shipbuild- 
ing. 

Other material added to the maritime collections includes 
666 photographs plus 34 negatives and five boxes still unsort- 
ed, some 65 prints, a score each of navigating instruments and 
charts, thirty-seven pieces of ship’s equipment and relics, thirty- 
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two water colors, sixteen oil paintings, three rigged models, 
eighteen half models, twenty-four ships’ lines, and six pieces of 
scrimshaw. 

There were forty-two accessions containing ethnological ma- 
terial, of which thirty-two were gifts and the remainder pur- 
chases, deposits, or exchanges. These forty-two accessions con- 
tained 433 specimens, the largest number, 14.1, coming from 
China. Eighty-one were from southeast Asia and Indonesia, 60 
from North America, 44 from Japan, 41 from Africa, 18 from 
India, and the remainder from various other parts of the world. 

The most spectacular single piece acquired was the largest 
and most elaborately carved Chinese elephant’s tusk that we 
have ever seen. It is well over three and a half feet long in a 
black wood, carved base, and was presented by the Chinese 
merchant Houqua to Mr. A. A. Low in Canton. It was given 
to us by one of Mr. Low’s descendants, Mrs. William Ray- 
mond of New York City. Mrs. Peter Whyte of Banff, Alberta, 
granddaughter of our late Director, Professor Edward S. 
Morse, deposited, among many other things from her mother’s 
estate, an extremely interesting series of 57 Chinese snuff bot- 
tles, along with a number of Japanese vases and other things. 
Mrs. Louis A. Shaw deposited a very good collection of four- 
teen Japanese swords, and from the Museum of the American 
Indian in New York we acquired on exchange an unusual se- 
ries of Oriental bows, five from Korea, twelve from Japan, a 
steel bow from Indonesia, and numerous assorted arrows and 
other weapons. Miss Ruth Barry of Beverly, who worked in 
India for several years, presented her collection of six saris and 
other pieces of Indian clothing. A selection of these is now on 
exhibition in East Hall. Colonel Bradish J. Smith, son of our 
Honorary Curator Colonel George L. Smith, recently spent 
two years on duty with the United States Army in Thailand. 
While there he made a collection of material for us which he 
and Mrs. Smith have deposited or given. The collection in- 
cludes all kinds of household implements, models of boats and 
houses, musical instruments, screens, fishing equipment, and 
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clothing. This series of specimens enriches our holdings from 
that part of the world immensely and a selection of the material 
was put on exhibition late in the year in the entrance corridor 
of the Museum. We are very much indebted to the Smiths for 
keeping the Museum in mind in the course of a very busy two 
years, and for the acumen with which they selected the pieces 
brought back. 

Mr. Martin Anthony Brunor of New York, who has spent 
many years of his life in Polynesia, returned to the Society and 
Austral Islands this past summer. Visiting us in December, he 
presented the last piece of tapa cloth made on the island of 
Rurutu, one of the Austral group, about fifty years ago. Our 
Melanesian collections while containing some outstanding 
pieces have never been as strong as those from Polynesia. We 
strengthened the New Guinea section, however, by purchas- 
ing in Australia some outstanding carvings of human figures, 
birds, canoe prow decorations, spear throwers, and objects of 
everyday life. Some of these pieces are being incorporated in 
the renovation of East Hall now going on. 

Mrs. William Denny Sargent of Salem, a Fellow and bene- 
factor of the Museum for many years, bequeathed to us besides 
the portrait already mentioned many things that were brought 
back to Salem in the West African trade. This trade, involving 
hides and ivory very largely, was one of the later branches of 
Salem commerce. The material includes three handsome Ashan- 
ti Chiefs’ seats, four elaborate paddles, a sword of the Man- 
dingo tribe, along with leatherwork, hats, knives, pipe bowls, 
and brass ornaments, all collected well over a hundred years 
ago. Our American Indian accessions were the smallest in 
many years, but we purchased two of the best carved, Penob- 
scot Indian, crooked knives that have ever come to our atten- 
tion. 

There were sixty-eight accessions in the Natural History 
Department and as usual birds led all the rest with fifty-five. 
Some of the most unusual specimens, however, were fishes and 
included the first mackerel scad found in Massachusetts north 
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of Cape Cod, a hardtail, only two of which have previously 
been taken north of that Cape, and two small bluefish which 
were given to the Museum of Comparative Zoology; all col- 
lected and given by James Morris of Gloucester. Possibly this 
influx of creatures from south of Cape Cod is one more indi- 
cation of the warming up of our coastal waters. 

There was a delightful period-piece case of sixteen birds 
collected in Lynn before 1860 by Percy N. Moon, and donated 
by his widow. The fearful North Atlantic tempest of December 
6 blew Dovekies inland all along our coast and six of these 
little alcids were brought in to us dead. Many others were 
brought in living and were taken to the seashore and released 
by Miss Snyder. Our first specimen of a Yellow-crowned Night 
Heron in breeding plumage was obtained this year and two 
specimens of northern Redstarts (tricolora). There are only 
five other state specimens of this race. The third specimen of a 
Dickcissel, of which we had none before 1955, and our fourth 
county specimen of a Lincoln Sparrow were also acquired. All 
of these birds were given by interested friends who found them 
dead, and about a third of them came through the good offices 
of our Honorary Curator, Sarah Robbins. Miss Snyder has 
made up fifty-one bird skins, bringing the total collection to 
1,022, all obtained in the past nine years. 

Of the Library accessions twenty-seven were lots of manu- 
scripts. While there was nothing as outstanding as we have 
received in other years, there were some extremely interesting 
things. Six lots of material came from Mr. Paul Stevens and 
included a number of eighteenth-century bills, agreements and 
letters, as well as such later documents as the lists of merchan- 
dise exported from Calcutta to the United States from 1800 
to 1812, a letter book of Robert Cabot 1809 to 1810, and the 
journals of two whaling voyages of the bark Joseph Maxwell 
in the 1840’s and 1850’s. Some years ago we were given the 
manuscript journals of Bryant Tilden, which he kept on voy- 
ages to the Mediterranean and to China, where he was em- 
ployed for several years. These journals are now being edited 
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in preparation for publication. Mr. John R. Chapin gave us 
eight manuscript volumes of Bryant Tilden’s voyages from 
1815 to 1837, which appear to be a duplicate in Tilden’s hand- 
writing of the journals we previously received, but there are 
variations of text between the two copies. A longer but more 
intriguing piece of editorial work is indicated. From the estate 
of Mrs. William Denny Sargent we received a number of the 
shipping papers, account books and letter books of Captain 
Jonathan P. Felt. Mr. Stephen Phillips gave us the original 
manuscript diary of Isaac Parsons of Cape Elizabeth, Maine, 
kept while serving under General Peleg Wadsworth in the 
Eastern Department with headquarters at Thomaston, Maine, 
from April 7, 1780, to January 4, 1781. Revolutionary diaries 
are rare and this one involves the use of small craft along the 
Maine coast. Two interesting little lots of manuscripts which 
we were fortunate in being able to purchase consisted of the 
correspondence between B. B. Crowninshield, all of whose 
ship plans we have here in the Museum, and Thomas Lawson 
concerning the contender for the defense of the America’s Cup, 
Independence, and a group of papers relating to the bringing 
of the first Japanese embassy to the United States in the U.S.S. 
Niagara. Mrs. Peter Whyte deposited with us many of the 
sketches and manuscripts, including letters, notes and clip- 
pings, of her grandfather Edward S. Morse, along with his 
journal kept during his stay in Japan, and nine diaries of Mrs. 
Edward S. Morse. A great deal of other memorabilia was also 
included in this deposit which now brings together probably 
most of Morse’s material in existence as we already had an ex- 
tremely large collection of his papers. 

There were two hundred and fifty-five titles given to the li- 
brary, consisting of six hundred and sixty-nine volumes, and 
by purchase we acquired one hundred and seven other books. 
One hundred and forty-six different periodicals were received. 
Once more Mr. Stephen Phillips substantially built up our col- 
lection of voyages. The outstanding accession in this field was 
M. L. I. Duperrey’s Voyage autour du Monde published in 
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three quarto volumes of text and five folio volumes of plates in 
1828. An edition of Cook’s first voyage round the world pub- 
lished in Dublin in 1772 added to our works relating to that 
great explorer. Dr. Karl Vogel of New York City made anoth- 
er handsome gift of books on voyages, naval architecture, and 
marine dictionaries, which includes a number of scarce items — 
not previously in our collections. The largest single collection 
of books was that acquired under the bequest of our former 
Director, Lawrence W. Jenkins. These were books and manu- 
scripts which he had already placed in the Museum on deposit. 
They include six hundred and thirty-seven books, two hundred 
and seventy-six miscellaneous journals and pamphlets, several 
boxes of maritime manuscripts, broadsides and documents, and, 
most important of all, the logbook of the ship Massachusetts of 
Boston kept by Bartlett on a voyage to the Northwest Coast and 
China in 1790-1793. Mr. Stephen Wheatland purchased one 
hundred and twenty other books and twenty-one boxes of pam- 
phlets from the Jenkins estate for us. Mrs. Austin Smith pre- 
sented a set of the Annual Register 1758-1880, one hundred 
and twenty-two volumes, and Miss Helen Hagar gave twenty- 
three books on China and Japan. From Dr. Fritz B. Talbot we 
received a series of over forty volumes of special publications 
and research series of the American Geographical Society, and 
Mr. Gordon Abbott gave us five volumes of George W. EI- 
dredge’s harbor chart books. Mr. Robert E. Peabody and Mr. 
Joseph E. Fellows continued giving us the current Lloyd’s 
Registers, and our set of these was materially increased by an 
exchange with the Liverpool Public Museum under which we 
received twenty-one volumes in exchange for duplicate Ameri- 
can Registers. In addition, we received from Lloyd’s thirty-two 
Registers of Shipping and twenty-three books and journals. 
Following the completion of our building program, activities 
increased substantially during 1962. Two important improve- 
ments were made in our permanent exhibits and a third was 
about half finished before the end of the year. In the spring 
Mr. M. V. Brewington completely renovated Academy Hall 
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Corridor. The new displays show the planning and drafting of 
a ship; models of shipyard equipment for which Mr. Philip 
Murfitt has made some very lively wire figures; tools used by 
ship’s carpenters, coopers, riggers, and sail makers; how a voy- 
age is laid out on a chart; and examples of all navigation in- 
struments from the earliest astrolabes and cross staves down 
to modern sextants. The corridor was not only vastly improved 
by a more logical sequence of exhibits and considerable thin- 
ning out of material, but also by case lighting along its entire 
eastern side, made possible through the generosity of Mr. 
Francis B. Lothrop. In the Natural History area Mrs. Chandler 
Robbins, II, did the planning and oversaw the installation of 
an exhibition on “The American Indian and the Buffalo.” Here, 
too, new lighting and plate glass are most effective, and as we 
have some handsome Plains Indian material the exhibition is a 
striking and an educational one. Mr. William Robertson did 
the background work and carpentry for all of these changes. In 
the fall our new Museum Assistant, Mr. Carl Crossman, began 
the systematic completion of the renovation of all cases on the 
main floor of East Hall. Some of these Pacific Islands cases 
were done during the past few years. By the end of December 
nearly half of the remainder had lighting installed and new ex- 
hibits, but not the labels completed. The entire hall should be 
finished during the coming year. 

Miss Dorothy Snyder replaced the sound exhibit that had 
been there for the past two or three years with a new one en- 
titled “A May Morning at Marblehead Neck Sanctuary.” For 
this Mr. William A. Robertson painted the background from 
sketches made near the pond in the sanctuary. Incidentally, he 
also painted two of the figureheads in East India Marine Hall. 
Four special exhibitions were held in the Loring Room and 
the Louise du Pont Crowninshield Gallery. In April an exhibi- 
tion of photographs, prints and objects relating to Easter Is- 
land replaced the gondola exhibit in the Loring Room. This 
was followed for the month of July by a showing of oils and 
water colors of western Indians by Dan Taulbee. Mr. Taulbee 
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is a part Comanche Indian who was brought up on the Flathead 
and Blackfoot reservations in Montana. He is a self-trained 
artist with a great love for his people’s history, which gives his 
work an unusual authenticity of detail. In August, through the 
courtesy of Mr. Augustus P. Loring, we were able to hang a 
large collection of the views and charts from his superb collec- 
tion of The Atlantic Neptune. Those in the Crowninshield 
Gallery continued on through the end of the year. From mid- 
November until the year’s end we had a special exhibition of 
the distinguished collection of Saltonstall portraits in the Lor- 
ing Room. They were then moved back to the Reading Room. 
A selection from the Bergmann collection of shells has been 
put on display by Miss Snyder and Mrs. R. P. Ritchie in one of 
the small cases in the Natural History seashore room. Four 
special exhibitions were shown in the Entrance Corridor. Ear- 
ly in the year Miss Helen Hagar arranged an interesting dis- 
play entitled “Fruits in Chinese Art.” This was followed by a 
collection of Kiowa Indian prints installed by Sarah Robbins. 
In the late summer Mr. Carl Crossman put in a show of Japa- 
nese and Chinese embroidered clothing, and in the late autumn 
he arranged a special exhibition of a selection from the ethno- 
logical collection brought back from Thailand by Colonel and 
Mrs. Bradish J. Smith. 

An unusual number of loans, especially from the Ethnology 
Department, were made this year. These included Melanesian 
and Polynesian material to the Des Moines Art Center, the 
Museum of the University of California, the Heard Museum in 
Phoenix, Arizona, and the University of California Art Gallery. 
Some of our finest Northwest Coast Indian material was lent 
to the World’s Fair in Seattle and was published in their cata- 
logue. Japanese military signal flags were sent to the United 
States Army Signal Command at Fort Monmouth, New Jersey, 
for a special show, and some of our duplicate Japanese materi- 
al was lent to the Opera Group of Boston for a production of 
Madame Butterfly. Loans were also made locally to the House 
of Seven Gables and the Essex Institute. For the summer we 
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lent a large collection of whaling material to the new museum 
in Barnstable, Massachusetts, and small lots of maritime items 
were lent to the Holyoke Museum in Holyoke, Massachusetts, 
and on two occasions to the Lexington Public Library. Natural 
History loans included material for a conservation exhibit for 
Almy’s window in Beverly, in which Miss Snyder cooperated 
with the Massachusetts Audubon Society. Another conserva- . 
tion exhibit was set up in Topsfield, and a collection of birds 
lent to the Haverhill Public Library. Other loans of birds were 
made to the Garden Clubs for a spring exhibition at Jordan 
Marsh in Boston, and a Partridge in a pear tree was lent to an- 
other Boston store display. Swampscott High School borrowed 
a Herring Gull and three lots of other material for a science 
course. Various birds, insects, reptiles and fishes were used in 
two loans to schools and eight to Massachusetts Audubon So- 
ciety teachers. On several occasions during the year books were 
sent on interlibrary loan to other libraries. 

When our late Vice-President, William Crowninshield En- 
dicott, died in 1936 he left a vast amount of material which he 
had been collecting for many years relating to his great-grand- 
father Joseph Peabody, the eminent Salem merchant, and his 
descendants. Since 1954 the present Secretary of our Board of 
Trustees, Mr. Walter Muir Whitehill, has devoted consider- 
able time to completing the work that Mr. Endicott began. The 
book was published in December and enough copies were 
bound so that the members of the family who had contributed 
towards its expense received their copies before Christmas. 
Captain Joseph Peabody is the largest and one of the hand- 
somest books that we have published for many years. The book 
is an appropriate one, for not only was Joseph Peabody an emi- 
nent captain and merchant and owner of many Salem ships, 
but his descendants in each generation since have lived mostly 
in Boston and Essex County, and have numbered among them 
probably more people who have had a close interest in this Mu- 
seum than any other single family. In November we published 
a catalogue of a special exhibition of the Saltonstall family por- 
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traits compiled by Carl Crossman, with biographical data sup- 
plied by Mrs. William S. Carlisle. This was brought out to 
accompany the special exhibition but will be available as a de- 
tailed catalogue of the distinguished collection for some time. 
Only one reproduction of a ship painting, the fishing schooner 
Rob Roy, was brought out during the year. These continue to 
sell steadily and well. 

Shortly before Christmas the Barre Press published Mr. 
M. V. Brewington’s Shipcarvers of North America, the most 
authoritative work yet printed on a colorful American folk art. 
The usual four numbers of The American Neptune were seen 
through the press and again Mrs. Papin, assisted by Mrs. Ford, 
handled all of the subscriptions; Mr. Brewington oversaw the 
pictorial supplement and Mrs. Ford compiled the index. I also 
acted as an advisory editor on discoveries and explorers for 
the Crowell-Collier encyclopedia and the Dictionary of Canadi- 
an Biography. Earlier in the year Mr. and Mrs. Brewington 
made a trip to northern Europe and the British Isles, primarily 
collecting material for their extensive catalogue of marine 
artists. Mr. Brewington also continued work on his catalogue 
of navigation instruments. As the opportunity offered during 
the year I began studying the vast amount of notes and photo- 
graphs relating to ethnographical material collected on Cook’s 
three expeditions which I accumulated in Europe in 1961. In 
the course of the past twelve months Miss Snyder made over 
two hundred birding trips to the Marblehead Neck Sanctuary, 
usually for an hour in the morning and another at noon, col- 
lecting ground observer reports for the Radar Migration proj- 
ect of Dr. William H. Drury. She also made sixty-nine all-day 
and eight half-day trips around Essex County together with 
one to Maine and one to Needham, and a three-day trip for the 
fall migration to Nantucket. 

During the month of February I gave a series of the Lowell 
Lectures at Boston Public Library entitled New England and 
the South Seas. In the same month I made three appearances on 
“What in the World,” a television show in Philadelphia, and 
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was interviewed on the WNUR-TV, Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, and on the Salem radio station. In October I was the din- 
_ner speaker (“Following Captain Cook Around European Mu- 
seums”) at the joint meeting of the Iroquois Conference and 
the annual meeting of the Ethnohistorical Society in Albany, 
New York, and the following month read a paper on “Early 
American Influences in the Pacific” at the American Philosophi- 
cal Society in Philadelphia. All together I gave thirty-one lec- 
tures during the year. Miss Dorothy E. Snyder gave eight lec- 
tures including three classes and the series of four at the Ropes 
Memorial, and Mr. M. V. Brewington gave five. 

Other staff activities included attending rather more confer- 
ences and meetings than we have in recent years. Miss Snyder 
went to the Thirteenth International Ornithological Congress 
in Cornell in June. Among others, I attended the 150th An- 
niversary meeting of the American Antiquarian Society in 
Worcester and spent two days at Mystic as an advisor on their 
new library. 

The Museum was a busy place socially as well as for meet- 
ings and lectures during the year. As previously mentioned, the 
combination of various new rooms with the elevator makes a 
very nice set-up for running meetings or parties. In addition to 
our regular organizations (Marine Associates, Ornithological 
Club, and Nature Photography Club) that meet here, a good 
many other organizations and individuals took advantage of 
this. In April the Massachusetts Arms Collectors, and in Octo- 
ber the Rushlight Club held their annual meetings at the Muse- 
um. The Colonial Dames, the North Shore Wellesley Club, and 
the Power Squadron had special meetings here. The Salem 
Planning Board held a public meeting and Historic Salem held 
two well-attended gatherings. Miss Synder arranged for a spe- 
cial meeting of the Fish and Wildlife Service to discuss the Plum 
Island Sanctuary. In May we had a special lecture, “Cruise to 
Faster Island,” by Cyrus P. Brady, Jr., for our Fellows and 
Friends, and in July another by Peter Grinnell from the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum, who showed movies of the Russell 
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whaling panorama. This lecture was preceded by a dinner giy- 
en for forty-five young people by Mrs. Francis B. Lothrop. At 
our Annual Meeting of the Fellows and Friends on September 
21, Mr. A. P. Loring spoke on The Atlantic Neptune and an 
exhibition of a selection from his collection of Atlantic Neptune 
views and charts filled the Loring and Crowninshield Rooms. 
All of these meetings were well attended by two to over three 
hundred people. In November a special opening for our Fellows 
and Friends of the Saltonstall portraits was held on the eve- 
ning of the sixteenth. On July 27 Mrs. A. W. Smith had a late 
afternoon party in the Saltonstall Room of about forty people 
interested in the Orient for Lady and Sir Lindsay Ride who 
gave a short talk on Macao. Mrs. Lothrop gave a similar party 
in August for people interested in China and George Chinnery 
and his paintings, and again, on August 22, she had a dinner 
party in the Crowninshield Gallery to stimulate the interest of 
about forty new people in the Museum who were shown around 
afterwards. In November Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., 
gave a dinner for twenty-eight people in the Crowninshield 
Room. All of these things created a great deal of new interest 
in the Museum and support for our activities. 

Departmental work went along, as Mr. Kennedy would say, 
with increased vigor, and this was greatly aided by our en- 
thusiastic volunteers. Mr. Oliver Wolcott and Colonel Smith 
finished cataloguing all of the artifacts (329 in all) in the Eth- 
nology Department, other than those in East India Marine 
Hall attic, which had not been previously catalogued. They 
have now started a new project of complete descriptions for 
each artifact with new cards where needed. Miss Mary E. 
Osgood and Mrs. Osborn Palmer completed ten years of valu- 
able volunteer service in this department. Miss Osgood has car- 
ried on typing our catalogue cards, organizing the Ethnology 
card file, and compiling an index of geographic and tribal loca- 
tions. She has been ably assisted by Mrs. Palmer who always 
_ most willingly and conscientiously performs those other neces- 
sary tasks in the department that can only be classified as pure 
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drudgery. In the Marine Department all the portraits were 
transferred by Mr. Carl Crossman to new racks built for them. 
Mr. Crossman also completed a manuscript catalogue of all 
portraits received since our printed catalogue of portraits was 
published in 1939. Mr. Richard Holman was again employed 
one day a week and in the six years he has been working he 
has now cleaned, matted and put in good condition at least one 
half of our collection of prints and water colors. Mrs. M. V. 
Brewington has worked at least one day a week on a detailed 
catalogue of our maritime paintings. Mrs. John T. G. Nichols 
III has nearly completed a catalogue of our large scrimshaw 
collection, and Mr. Philip C. Murfitt has cleaned and repaired 
six of our ship models involving the most intricate work. Mr. 
Osgood Williams and Mr. Arthur D. Fay have not only kept 
all of our current steamship photograph accessions up to date, 
catalogued, and in the file, but have made considerable head- 
way on the enormous Deitsch Collection. Mr. Williams has in- 
formed me that he has catalogued about two thousand of the 
three thousand negatives in that collection. Miss Ruth R. Ropes 
has also made considerable headway in the Clark Collection of 
sailing ship photographs which is gradually getting worked 
into our file. Mr. Fred Woods carded such charts as came in 
during the year, keeping the file which he and Mrs. Woods 
compiled up to date. Dr. Norman S. Bailey made a bit more 
progress on the sorting out of our large insect collection, and 
we hope that it may be finished in 1963. Dr. Stuart Harris 
sorted out the important collection of Essex County plants from 
the general plants received under the will of Mr. Albert E. 
Cole of Salem, and he has inserted all of the new material into 
our herbarium. Mrs. Chandler Robbins worked nineteen days 
in the Natural History Department cleaning up many small 
tasks, as well as planning and helping to install the Indian- 
Buffalo exhibition. She sorted out and arranged our old collec- 
tion of minerals, and is now in the process of indexing them. 
Mrs. R. P. Ritchie and Mrs. O. P. Morton identified and cleaned 
many specimens in our shell collection and Mrs. Paul Andrews 
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devoted some time to the Natural History Department as well 
as being a volunteer in the Library. In the Library we are for- 
tunate still to have Mr. Russell W. Knight continue as Honor- 
ary Curator of Manuscripts and he has filed all of those that 
have come in during the year. As he has for some years past, 
Mr. Knight devotes every Monday to the Museum, except for 
the summer months, and in addition he has been extremely 
valuable and generous with his advice on our real estate and 
other business matters. Our volunteers in the Library have 
been the following. Miss Ruth Parker, working for the seventh 
year, is in charge of periodicals and pamphlets. Miss Sybil 
Tucker, who has been working for six years here, has taken 
over the library accessioning and is assisting Miss Parker. Miss 
Blanche Getchell processes all the catalogue material and is 
compiling an index on early manuscript ship registers and as- 
sists Mr. Knight with the manuscripts. Mr. Francis B. Lo- 
throp, Jr., has given several Saturdays to reading shelves in 
the marine collection. In September Mrs. William A. Baker 
began coming in one day a week and is culling duplicates from 
the collection, and classifying and integrating uncatalogued 
material into the shelves. A month later Mrs. Paul Andrews 
began assisting one day a week and will type catalogue cards 
for Mr. Knight in the manuscript collection. Mr. Frank P. Ad- 
ams also devotes several hours each week to supervising the 
library over the noon hour, assisting with clerical work as need- 
ed, and Mr. Stephen Fillos spent several hours a week after 
school shifting books in the stack to accommodate the rapidly 
expanding marine collection. To all of these regular volunteers 
and many others we are much beholden since the contribution 
of work represents the difference between falling behind and 
moving ahead, for we could not possibly afford the equivalent 
in paid help. 

There were a few staff changes during the year. At the fall 
Trustees Meeting Mr. John Robinson was elected an Honorary 
Trustee and Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., was made Hon- 
orary Curator of Maritime History. Our superintendent of 
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buildings, Mr. William A. Robertson, resigned and Mr. 
Charles A. Potter has taken his place. Mr. Walter I. Thomas 
completed his more than thirty years’ employment for a well- 
deserved retirement, although he continues to fill in for us on 
evening or other work whenever we need an extra hand. Mr. 
Albert E. Greenaway was hired as a second custodian. Mr. Carl 
Crossman was hired in July as a Museum Assistant, Mr. Or- 
ville Littlefield was hired as in the past as a part-time guard, 
and once more Miss Althea Prescott presided over our sales 
desk for the summer months. Mr. Alfred P. Putnam and our 
Assistant Treasurer, Mrs. Priscilla W. Papin, continue to han- 
dle most competently our very active accounts, and Mrs. Alvar 
Nelson manages an increasingly active mail order business in 
photographs, publications, prints, plates, and tiles. As always 
I am deeply grateful and thankful for my competent and 
knowledgeable staff and I especially appreciate the many de- 
tails taken from my shoulders by my secretary, Mrs. Kenneth 
Ford.
